1 . Claims 1 -23 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
combined prior art of Gallon who teaches connecting IP devices through an OSI 
network that includes multiple network elements, and utilize information handling 
devices such as multi-protocol router capable of recognizing and fonwarding user data 
that conforms to one of two or more protocol standards, wherein the multi-protocol 
device can act as an IP router/gateway and a OSI router/gateway, and IP/OSI 
router/gateway, and Keats who teaches routing OSI packets over an IP data network 
with an IP router, broadcasting the OSI packet to each network element in the OSI 
network that supports a TCP/IP gateway route incoming packets encapsulating IP and 
OSI packets and routing OSI packets over the IP network, routing/broadcasting OSI 
packet throughout the network that accommodates IP, they fail to teach or suggest 
broadcasting the OSI packet to each network element that supports TCP/IP gateway 
and recording the OSI source address, and removing the encapsulated IP packet and 
recording the IP source address and destination address.
